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(54) TIMER MANAGING SYSTEM 

{57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To set up plural timers (the range of a table area) only with one timer by 
controlling a timer identifier(ID) by time-out real time and setting up the timer first arriving 
at the time-out state from the real time values. 

CONSTITUTION: A timer register request from a processing task A or B in a processing 
task group 3 is received by a timer control task 2. The task 2 registers the timer while 
referring real time from e.g. an operating system OS 1. When a time-out report is generated 
from the OS 1, the task 2 receives the report and starts a processing task C generating a start 
request. When the timer register request is generated from the group 3, a timer ID 6 is a 
value to be returned to the group 3 and used for the identification of a timer cancel and 
time-out time. A timer value 7 is the value of a requested timer. Time-out real time 8 is the 
time obtained by adding the timer value to the real time for the timer register request. A 
pretimer ID 9 goes to time-out state faster than the ID 6. A post timer ID 1 0 goes to time-out 
state later than the ID 6.
